AH Idea That Won a Fortune For • 
Railway Laborer. 

The simplest labor saving device may 
qui:e iiossibly be worth a fortune. One 
day a good many years ago a ^u umber 
of men were at work on tbe roadbed 
of a >lne of railway In course of 
construction between Birmingham 
and Manchester. They were cutting 
through a hill and moving the material 
by loosening It with picks, shoveling 
It Into barrows and wheeling it away. 
The shovels they were using wero 
known as Irish shovels, with a square 
cornered blade about fifteen hu he* 
long. The work progressed but slow¬ 
ly. and tbe subcontractor in charge re¬ 
buked bla workmen for uot making 
quicker progress. One of them replied 
that If be would grind off the corner* 
of tbe shovels it would be easier to get 
them into the earth, and. consequently, 
they would be able to work more 

quickly. 

Tbe contractor ridiculed tbe Idea, 
which he considered u piece of inso¬ 
lence ou the part of the workman, but 
the navvy was quite In earuest and not 
easily discouraged. Wbeu the work 
was completed be discussed the mat¬ 
ter with a friend of his at Sheffield, 
who persuaded an Ironmonger be knew 
to make a dozen or so as au experi¬ 
ment. The tools were offered to a 
large contractor, who promised to id 
some of his men use the new shovels 
and report results.

who had come in haste from a grdat 
distance. Any one who has seen death 
beds knows how anxieties of this adrt 
may darken tbe last hours and how 
their removal may reconcile the suffer¬ 
er to death. It seems to us that this 
talk of the ri ght to die and the wjp| 

a life that is hanging by a thread 
springs from the unwholesome senti¬ 
mentalism and tbe inevitable accoto 
paniment of selfishness which art* 
among the unhappy notes of the pres 

ent time. . jl 

To the older writers the death agony 
was tbe fins! struggle of tbe soul leav 
Ing the body, and by « confusion of 
thought due to the acquired meaning 
of tbe word It has come to be general¬ 
ly believed that the parting of tbe spir¬ 
itual from the material part of man is 
painful. Those whose lot it has been 
to stand at many deathbeds know that 
this Is not tbe case. Sir William OaTer 
says that be has careful record* of 
about 600 deathbeds, studied partlru 
larty with reference to tbe modes of 
dying and the sensations of the dying 
Of these ninety suffered bodily pain or 
distress of one sort or another, eleven 
showed mental apprehension, two poo 
ldve terror, one expressed spiritual ex¬ 
altation. one bttter remorse. Tbe great 
majority gave no sign one way or tbe 
other —British Medical Journal.
